Over the past few weeks the PSNI has en- 
gaged in a campaign of harassment against 
pro-choice activists and the general public for 
allegedly obtaining the abortion pills from 
Women Help Women/Women on Web web- 
sites. This is a continuation of previous crimi- 
nalisation attempts by the courts in order to 
inflict fear amongst people who have to resort 
to the abortion pills as their only available 
means to have control over their reproduc- 
tive choices and life.

While abortion remains illegal and the trip to 
England expensive, the very safe abortion pills, 
mifepristone and misoprostol, are a rescue 
from a nightmare for many people who find 
themselves in a crisis pregnancy.

ing an abortion through the use of these pills. 


It had appeared that while the authorities were aware 
of this practice they were indeed turning a blind eye to 
it with a few exceptions, namely the scapegoating of a 
19-year-old student and a mother who procured pills 
for her teenage daughter. 


The State are scared of the pills because they make 
an absolute mockery and joke of our laws. How much 
longer can they sit around pontificating about when 
women will be ready when safe abortions with pills 
are happening so regularly? 


While the majority in society think that abortion should 
be decriminalised, this is not reflected by the politi- 
cians at Stormont who have allowed this intolerable 
situation to happen by presiding over the draconian 
law. 


As it stands, 67,000 women a year die from unsafe 
abortions throughout the world. If we lose the choice, 
albeit the illegal choice, of the pills here we could see 
women returning to unsafe methods. The state is cre- 
ating fertile land for pregnancy related deaths. 


On Monday 20th March, pro-choice activists and sup- 
porters of Alliance for Choice held several noisy pro- 
tests outside PSNI headquaters in both Derry and 
Belfast in a respond to this new wave of attacks 
against women's rights in the six counties.

March 8th Derry: International Women’s Strike 


Activists across the North West gathered in Der- SS a SL 
ry's Guildhall Square to play their part in March | | 
8th International Women’s Strike (IWS) as a re- 
sponse to the current social, legal, political, 
moral and verbal violence experienced by con- 
temporary women at various latitudes. the 
global general strikes and protests for 8 March - 
International Working Women's day 2017 came 
under the common banner of “Solidarity is our 
weapon.” 
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As part of the Global strike an estimated 55 
countries took part. In the six counties and in the 
south of Ireland, women took to the streets in 
protest of the laws which repress our reproduc- 
tive autonomy. In a statement as part of the IWS 
activists stated "We are fed up with misogyny 
and the persistent permissiveness on the part of 
elected leaders and public persons about using 
hate speech, and church support in such 
crimes." 


Industrial Workers of the World Organise! 


As part of the strike in solidarity with the 
Strike4Repeal and Strike4Choice activists 
occupied public spaces as part of the global 
action. The concept for this years IWS fol- 
lowed the example of Icelandic women back 
in 1975 and of course Polish women went on 
a day long strike to halt plans for criminaliz- 
ing abortion and miscarriage on 3 October 
2016. 


The Ireland Section of the Industrial Workerssof 
the World held the first in what's to.be’a series 
of public talks on the history and current activity 
of the militant workers union? Organised by local 
members and supporterss the: meeting was ad- 
dressed by IWW Ireland regional organiser who 
began this afternoons event with a rendition of 
Joe Hill. The historical folk song tells the story of 
how a fellow Wobblie organiser was first impris- 
oned then executed of his workplace agitation iin 
North America. 


A spokesperson for today's event stated “To- 
day's gathering in Derry was to give people’a 
general insight into the ideasyand politics behind 
the Industrial Workers of the World. The speaker 
covered the history of IWW as-an international 
labor union that was founded in 1905 tn Chica; 
go, Illinois touching on Critical periods for our 
class since then, the different prominentifigures 
involved of which, many\of whom would have 
been from these shores. 

"Likewise todays event looked closely.at the dif- 
ferent guiding principles and achievements of 
the IWW to date, but more importantlysthe need 
for our class both within the workplace and at 


community level to take as stand against 
thescorruption.and arrogance of the bosses 
and Capitalism alike. For us there is little 
difference as to whatour class face here 
today, north and south and what it has had 
to face aiythe beginning of,the last century 
when the IWW/ first emerged. The remedy 
for the challenges that we\face today un- 
doubtedly needs to be workplace and com- 
munity self defence, agitation and organi- 
sation. The motto of Industrial Workers of 
the World,is 'an injury torone - isan injury 
to all’ that is why meetings like this today 
are.taking, place with branches forming 
acrossithe country. Today's gathering was 
an important first step"

What is Anarchism’? 


Anarchism is a revolutionary anti-state so- 
cialism. In practical terms, anarchists aim 
for the destruction of the ruling class and 
of all relationships based on domination 
and submission. This means taking over 
the industries and communities and 
changing them to meet the need of all, as 
well as the ecological needs of the envi- 
ronment. Without this takeover we can 
struggle within capitalism but never re- 
place it. 


Anarchism will be created by millions of 
people, not a dictatorial elite (we are not 
Marxist-Leninists), and all will have their 
part to play in shaping it. 


Power will lie with the organisations 
thrown up by and for the revolution, not 
with the political parties who will try and 
dominate and destroy them. 


The new society will not be born through ab- 
stract ideas, but will come out of the realities 
of struggle and the need for working class 
people to unite. 

Such struggle doesn't just involve resistance 
to ruling class power (strikes, mass protests 
and other froms of direct action), but also 
construction - the building of new, locally 
based federal organisations (examples of 
which from the original Soviets and Collec- 
tives of the Russian and Spanish Revolu- 
tions, to the community resistance and col- 
lective organisation during Free Derry to that 
of the Miner’s Support Groups of 1984/85 
strike), plus the forging of solidarity and the 
willingness to go further. 


There is no truce in the class war. The 
answer to the ruling class power is continual 
and widening struggle - for social revolution 
and anarchism.
